Position Harned by Cannon. 

The sentiment which was expressed almost 
unanimously was that Mr. Cannon by his 
long and faithful service to his party end 
the nation had earned the position of pen.

Obstructed New Rules. 
* Supt. Lange has obstructed the new g0v- 


‘ernment in many ways,” said a member of | 


the special committee which had charge of 
the new system. “ While he has covered 
his methods so it is {mpossible to show where- 


obstructions were his work. He has ignored 
our recommendations, has failed to fill many 
requisitions made by Dr. Neely, the medical 
director, and has stirred up discord among 
the attachés. The committee planned to 
have a training school for nurses, under 
Miss Hayes, head of the nurses, but its 
work has been frustrated. 

“The committee recommended a change 


worked with Supt. Lange six weeks before 


recommended an extension of bathroom fa- 
cilities, but Mr. Lange has not granted the 
request. The committee recommended out-

It is understood that Dr. Neely will suc-

The new system of government was in- 


the special committee of county board mem- 
bers, physicians, and citizens which Presi- 
dent Hanberg had appointed. At that time 
Supt. Lange was supreme over all depart- 
ments. 

The committee recommended as a better 
plan of supervision that Supt. Lange remain 
in charge of the business affairs and that a 
medical director and a superintendent of 
nurses be appointed to take charge respect- 
ively of these professional lines of work. 
Since then Supt. Lange, it is alleged, has 


the validity of the change, and has worked 
against its installation and perfection with- 
in the institutions. 


Suits Instituted in Court. 
»Shortly after the new plan went into effect 
an injunction to restrain the county officials 
from the payment of the salaries of Dr. 
Neely and Miss Hayes was brought by Wal- 
ter A. Lantz, former member of the county 
civil service commission. A demurrer filed 
by the county attorney ended the case. 

The next move was the request made to 

State’s Attorney Deneen to institute quo 
warranto proceedings to oust Dr. Neely and 
Miss Hays from their positions. When the 
state’s attorney failed to grant the request 
a writ of mandamus to compel him to act 
was sought, but denied by the court. 
A short while ago another petition for an 
injunction to restrain the payment of the 
salaries of the two officials was brought be- 
fore Judge Dunne, who dismissed it as to 
Dr. Neely and took that as to Miss Hayes 
under advisement. 


Instigated by Lange, 

While these several actions were com- 
menced by different persons, it is alleged 
they were all instigated by Supt. Lange 
and his friends. That President Hanberg 
believes so is evident from a statement made 
by him last evening. 

“A few days before election I was served 
with a notice of another action in court 
against this new system,” said Mr. Hanberg. 
“J would not tolerate this persistent oppo- 
sition. The committee which has had in 
charge the matter of installing the plan, and 
which will report in a few days, has told of 
obstructions by Mr. Lange. He has stood in 
the way of this system, which the committee 
recommended as being best for the conduct 
of the institutions, and so he had to go.” 
Those who heard last night of President 
Hanberg’s action in forcing the resignation 
were inclined to think it one of the wisest 
acts of a creditable administration of the 
presidency of the county board.

IMPROVED GUN FOR THE ARMY. 


New Rifle Dispenses with the Bayonet 

and Scabbard and Is a Light- 

er Weapon.

William Crozier, chief of the bureau of ord- 
nance, in his annual report to the secretary 
of war says the improved army rifle has 
been completed and tried with satisfactory 
results.

NEW NAVY NEEDS OFFICERS. 


Department Faces a Shortage of More 
than a Thousand Trained Men 


in Near Future. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—The most 


erying need of the navy, according to the 
annual report of Rear Admiral H. C. Taylor, 
chief of the bureau of navigation, is more offi- 
cers to man our warships. He submits a 
table showing that the present needs of the 
naval service require 1,600 officers, while the 
number on the naval list, including midship- 
men after graduation, is only 1,023, or 577 
short. He figures that the vessels now au- 
thorized by congress but not completed will 
require 498 additional officers, to which is 
to be added 25 per cent for officers sick or on 
shore duty and 160 for casualties during the 
next four years, or a total for the vessels 
now building of 783. This number, added to 
the present shortage, 577, will give 1,360. 
The graduates from the naval academy dur- 
ing the next four years will be 355, leaving a 
total deficit July 1, 1906, of 1,005. 

Rear Admiral Taylor recommends a fur- 
ther increase of one midshipman for each 
member and delegate in the house and each 
senator, one from the District of Columbia, 
and ten annually at large. 

Rear Admiral Taylor recommends that con- 
gress authorize the creation of two vice ad- 
mirals or, as an alternative, that it sanction 
the appointment of two acting vice admirals. 


MANN HAS DRAINAGE SOLUTION. 


Asks Sanitary Board to Join in Plan to 
Ask Congress to Act on Tun- 
nel Question. 


Congressman James R. Mann appeared 
before the drainage board yesterday with a 
proposition looking to coéperation between 
the sanitary district and the local congress- 
men for the purpose of seeuring federal aid 
in diverting the current of the Calumet 
river. 

The members of the drainage board prom- 
ised to hold a conference with the Chicago 
congressmen so as to agree on a proposition 
to submit to congress. 

Mr. Mann was applauded by the trustees 
when he said that he had under advisement 
a plan to solve the tunnel problem in the 
Chicago river. 

„Recently, he said, I had a conference 
with Gen. Gillespie of the engineer corps at 
Washington, and I am now planning to sub- 
mit to congress a resolution declaring the 
Washington and La Salle street tunnels ob- 
structions to navigation and ordering their 
removal. Such a resolution would give the 
city of Chicago an excellent excuse for legis- 
lation in this regard.”’ 

In his talk on the Calumet river problem 
Mr. Mann said he was of the opinion that 
congress might be persuaded ‘to see that this 
is a national matter. |
